operation of the Sherm an anti trust 
law. 
The president characterized thp ex­ 
emption “ as unjustifiable in charac­ 
ter and principle,” but called atten­ 
tion to the fact that the department 
of justice possessed other funds witk 
which to enforce the anti-trust law. 
The urgent need of various gov­ 
ernment departments for funds ap­ 
propriated by the bill Influenced thw 
president to speedy action 
on th* 
measure. 
The bill carries $116,000,000 in ap­ 
propriations and was vetoed by Mr. 
Taft on March 4 because of the la ­ 
bor exemption clause. 
W hen the bUI 
was reintroduced and passed by bolfc 
houses in identical form by the prea- 
ent congress this provision was t i t 
subject of sharp debate. 
“ I have signed this bill because I 
can do so without in fact limiting tlto 
opportunity or the power of the de­ 
partment of justice to prosecute v ia 
lations of the law, by whomsoever 
committed.” said the president.

he enters the walker is given a hearty 
reception by the Inhabitants. 
In ids trip from New York to Min­ 
neapolis Weston follows the tracks of 
the Erie railroad for u large i>art of 
the walk. 
He bus the right of way over 
all railroad tracks and through cities. 
During the day be carries a flag, aud 
at night he is equipped with a lantern. 
He walks for about seven or eight 
hours a day. 
Prior to leaving New 
York he stated that on this trip he 
was not out for any records, but sim­ 
ply wanted to show the younger gen­ 
eration what a moderate, healthy ex­ 
ercise walking Is. 
Following is a record of the more 
notable Journeys which Weston has 
accomplished on hts pedestrian tours:

In October, 1808, Weston made the 
first record in America of a walk of 
100 miles within twenty-four consecu­ 
tive hours by walking the dlstuuce 
over an accurately measured road In 
Westchester county, N. Y., In 22 hours 
and 20 minutes 
In New York city In May, 1870, Wes­ 
ton walked 1 0 0 mile s in 21 hours and 
39 minute s. 
Five ye a rs la te r in the same city 
the cha mpion wa lke d 115 mile s in 23 
hours a nd 4 0 minute s without a re st.

W e s t o n , 
seventy-flve years old, cham­ 
pion long distance walker of 
tile world, started out from New 
York city on June 2 for a little hike 
of some 1,500 miles to Minneapolis. 
Mina. 
This champion walker Is a 
wonderfully halo and hearty old gen­ 
tleman nnd a living demonstration of 
his claim thut walking is the best form 
of exercise aud is the best feasible 
preventive of premature old age. 
The wiry little man, dressed in a 
khaki suit, hobnail shoes aud a white 
silk helmet, attracted u large crowd at 
the College of the City of New York 
wheu he started on hts journey. 
Huge 
throngs followed the veteran tramper 
through the streets, aud in every town 
he enters the walker is given a hearty 
reception by the Inhabitants. 
In Ills trip from New York to Min­ 
neapolis Weston follows the tracks of 
the Erie railroad for a large part of 
the walk. 
H e has the right of way over 
all railroad tracks and through cities. 
During the (lay he carries a flag, and 
at night he is equipped with a lantern. 
He walks for about seven or eight 
hours a day. 
Prior to leaving New 
York he stated th at on this trip he 
was not out for any records, but sim­ 
ply wanted to show the younger gen­ 
eration what a moderate, healthy ex­ 
ercise walking is. 
Following is a record of the more 
notable Journeys which Weston has 
accomplished on his pedestrian tours: 
In 
1807 
he Inaugurated the pop­ 
ular Interest iii walking by making his 
famous walk from Portland, Me., to 
Chicago, 1,326 miles, in 24 days, 22 
hours and 40 minutes, between noon 
of G et 20 and 10:40 a. in., Nov. 18. 
In October, 1868, Weston made the 
first record In America of a walk of 
IOO miles within twenty-four consecu­ 
tive hours by walking the distance 
over an accurately measured road in 
Westchester county, N. Y., In 22 hours 
and 20 minutes. 
In New York city In May, 1870, Wes­ 
ton walked IOO miles in 21 hours nnd 
30 minutes. 
Five years later in the same city 
the champion w’alked 115 miles in 23 
hours and 40 minutes without a rest. 
In June, 1879, Weston won the Ast- 
ley belt by walking a distance of 550 
miles In 141 hours and 44 minutes, de­ 
feating two Englishmen and one other 
competitor IOO miles at the Agricul­ 
tural hall, in London. 
In 1884, under the auspices of the 
Church of England Temperance socie­ 
ty, Weston walked a distance of fifty 
miles per day for IOO days, without 
walking on Sundays, making a dis­ 
tance of 5,000 miles over tho country 
roads In England. 
In January. February and March. 
la a contest with Daniel O’Le a n 


Weston covered a distance of 2JW0 j 
miles, occupying twelve hours each 
day for a period of five weeks, and 
I leering O'Leery 200 miles. 
In December, 1803, he walked from 
the Battery. In New York, to the capi­ 
tol at Albany, a distance of 100 miles, 
In 50 hours and 50 minutes. 
In 1007 Weston walked from Portland, I 
Mew, to Chicago in 24 days and 6 hours, I 
duplicating his walk of forty years be­ 
fore Rnd t>reaklng his old record. 
In March, 1900, ho left New York 
w ith the Intention of walking to San 
Francisco In IOO days. 
Ile was seven 
days late In reaching his destination, 
but this Is considered a great achieve­ 
m ent for a man of seventy-two years 
to walk across the continent 
Weston expects to arrive In Minne­ 
apolis on Aug. 2. 
He Is counting upoD 
being present that day at the athletic 
meet of the University of Minnesota.

ners come into re­ 
lationship 
w i t h 
God? 
His 
text 
was, “We have an 
Advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ 
the Righteous.”—I John 2:1. 
Impressively the Pastor reminded us 
that humanity is so constructed as to 
have 
a longing 
for God and 
for 
superhuman care and guidance, es­ 
pecially in life’s difficulties. 
Ile de­ 
clared that, phrenologically, venera­ 
tion nnd spirituality are located in the 
crown of the head, as though they 
properly should dominate the entire 
being. 
Notwithstanding the impair­ 
ment of our race through the fall of 
man, humanity still worships, however 
much misled Into worshiping unworth­ 
ily—an image, an Idol, a creed, another 
human being. 
The Pnstor showed conclusively from 
the Bible that Satan, man’s great ene­ 
my, has in various ways attempted to 
separate us from God and the Bible, 
and proportionately 
darken our un­ 
derstanding with 
human traditions, 
creeds, superstitions. 
In the light of 
our wonderful day, however, God’s 
time has come for binding Satan and 
liberating his prisoners. 


Hare We Meet a Danger. 
The moment we begin to exercise 
our reason, the Adversary seems to 
redouble 
his 
energies 
to 
hold 
us 
back from the truth. 
As S t Paul 
points out, Satan is an ndept at put­ 
ting "light for darkness and darkness 
for light” 
When his dupes begin to 
think and inquire, his method seems 
to be to pose as a reformer, to mis­ 
lead them into theories, speculation, or 
into occult systems. Tlius many today, 
the Pastor declared, have steppe*! out 
of ignorance nnd superstition merely to 
be entrapped by other superstitions, or 
by 
Agnosticism, 
Evolution. 
Higher 
Criticism. 
He urged bls hearers to 
hold fast the Word of God. 
The Pastor declared the trend of 
modern thought to be away from the 
Bible, from thought of personal sin, 
personal condemnation, a personal Re­ 
deemer and personal salvation. 
The 
tendency Is to think of nnd discuss civ­ 
ic righteousness, outward moralities, 
political progress—a social salvation. 
to be accomplished by moral and intel­ 
lectual forces. 
The Pnstor would not 
tie understood as opposing any human­ 
itarian work. 
Ile declared that even 
unwise efforts prove beneficial to their 
movers, even though failures in them­ 
selves, on the principle that no man 
can attempt a good work for another 
without being himself blessed. 


A Personal God and Savior. 
The Pastor then showed that modern 
education has not ouly undermined the 
Word of God, but has in many instances 
destroyed faith in a personal Creator, 
and abolished the thought of Hie soul's 
need of a personal Savior, in the Bib­ 
lical sense. Hence many {K»e as Chris­ 
tians nnd declare their faith in a "god 
of Nature”—whatever that may be. 
Similarly, their highest conception is 
that Jesus was a great Teacher, with 
an uplifting, civilising message. 
All this is unsatisfactory to a hungry 
soul—mere chaff. We need to get back 
to the Bible. 
We need the Bible pres­ 
entation that God can have no sympa­ 
thy with sin, nnd no dealings with sin­ 
ners, in the way of recognizing them, 
giving them everlasting life, etc. 
We need also to see something of 
the Love of God, manifested through 
Jesus. 
From Him we hear the Mes­ 
sage of the Kingdom—that God intends 
that ultimately Messiah shall become 
the great King of earth, authorized to 
lift mankind up out of sin and degra­ 
dation. nnd to restore all the willing 
and obedient to human perfection in a 
world-wide Eden. 
Then comes the Gospel invitation to 
all believers, to become Joint-heirs in 
that Kingdom which is to bless all the 
families of the earth. 
This, the Pas­ 
tor said, Is what St Paul calls “our 
high calling of God in Christ” Jesus 
assures us that thiB class will sit with 
Him In His Throne and share His 
glory, in the First Resurrection. 
I am convinced, said the Pastor, that 
many hearts are longing for God. 
It 
is one thing to know about God and 
Jesus, about the Divine Plan, the se­ 
lection of th® Church, and the Millen­ 
nium, in which Messiah will bless nnd 
uplift aM mankind, tint It is quite a 
differ** trotter to know bow to come 
to Gott and be of th# Cbsscb dues.
